Administration are never tired, of di- 
lating upon the wonderful improve- 
menia oamed on this year tlirougbout 
the Province.- •- It is undeniable that n 
large expenditure has marked the pre- 
,8ent year, and vre are.^Mixibus " to be- 
' lieye that there tnll b^'Biibstantial and 
useful-improvements to show for at 
least some portion of it. But tbero is 
one point, and a very interesting one 
too, in connection with tbis subject 
which seems to'be sedulously kept out 
of sight. Where does the money come 
from? |It is very easy to spend monoy, 
and nothing can be more delightful 
to an Administration than having lots 
of it to spend. It is a potent frieiul- 
maker, and the expenditures may be 
BO manipulated as to make politiciil 
points even if they do not make good 
«oads. But where does the money 
come from ? Have the Governmout 
found Aladdin's lamp? Have they, 
through their superior ingenuity, umdo 
this money, fpr the expenditure of 
which they claim so much credit? Alas 
Of the four hundred odd thou 
iiand' dollars being expended on pub 
lie -vorkdi three hundred thousand is 
Ttjowowedl Not only so, but it is 
■followed on terms there is too nmch 
reason to fear will prove far from ad 
rantageous to the borrower. So that 
when these expenditures are being 
made, so recklessly made, it is just as 
well toremember that three out of 
every four dollars have been borrow- 
ed, and must be repaid, with crushing 
interest, it is to be feared. The day 
of reckoning must come; and when it 
does come we fancy some of those who 
have regarded the expending process 
with the utmost complacency will 
claim the inalianable right of English- 
men to growl. But the manner of 
expending has been far from satisfac- 
tory. While some Districts have been 
scenes of the most reckless and prodi- 
gal waste, other and, perhaps, equally 
important ones have been treated with 
unjustifiable stinginess, some of them 
•wihx absolute and glaring injustice, 
actually robbed! A few days ago we 
atiaded to the extremely unfair treat- 
.znent mieted out to Cowichan and ad- 
acent territory in respect of certain 
links in what may perhaps be regarded 
aa the trunk road on this. Island. A 
very sensible letter on the subject sub- 
sequently appeared in our columns. It 
must be admitted the people thus un- 
justly deprived of their fair share of 
expenditure and of the advautagGs of 
the road which it would have created, 
have good cause of complaint; and it 
is but a poor consolation to tell them 
that their's is by no nieims a solitary 
case, that other Districts have been no 
better treated in this respect. There 
is much in connection with this year's 
expenditure that will afford subject 
for future criticism and, it is hoped, 
legislative scrutiny.

If this Church, with a wealthy and 
and zealous congregation, is so^ much 
in debt as reported, why not allovr 
their accounts to no published? Is 
Christ Church to bo tho only o.xcop- 
tion, because it is tho Bishftp's Cathe- 
dral, or aro ita ox-Churchwardens sim- 
ply "piling on tho agony" at a time 
when there ought to bo some "show" 
of Christian forbearance. 

Even "the model" church in Esqui- 
mau, which made so much uoiao dur- 
ing tho last year, has not thought 
proper to furnish a statement of its ac- 
counts, althougli the lato Churchwar- 
dens loft it free from debt and handed 
over a balance to their successors with 
tho records when they retired. 

This Chlirch is supposed by soma to 
be supported by the Lords of the Ad- 
miralty in England, although I am 
told its colloctioiia alone amounted to 
about six hundred dollar.s, nnd its pew 
rents to nearly half as much. But that 
was in Mr. Garrett's day, before lie 
was so relentlessly persecuted by the 
Bishop, who has now opened ids Ca- 
thedral in that aspiring little city, which 
has a liberal grant from the .Society for 
Propogatiiig tho (iospol, and sovcu 
hundred and twenty-seven dollars do- 
nated by the Diocesan Society to it, 
and its pluralities. Saanicb, Metcho- 
fiiii, Crai^llowornud Cedar Hill, which 
appear t.) uoiitnlmle nothing. 

But why may not this little Cathe- 
dral have its stalls and its stilts— ''its 
eleborated peiforniances of public wor- 
ship," in which two or three clergy- 
men, including the Bishop and his 
Chaplain, appear two or throe times 
during tlic week, when other districts 
are entirely neglected from Habbath to 
Sabbath, and only vifsitod occasionallv 
byaniuiteraut functionary calling him- 
self Bector and Incumbent, when there 
is no such thing in the colony, as the 
Bishop declared only the other day. 

And why all this parade of piety un-^ 
(ler a false pretence of succession di- 
vine ? Doos it belong to Christ's Kiaa- 
dom? 

That Utile ship from which the Sav- 
iour preached was not ao over-officer- 
ed, nor overbalanced by the weight 
of its own machinery when "thrust out 
a little from the land," neither were 
tho people on shore taught to "turn tp 
tho west when thoy renounced tho 
Devil," and ''to the east when they be- 
lieved in Jesua Christ," as they do at 
Lytton. 

But Eitnalism must Iiave its cardinal 
points as well as a centre; and if Kst- 
quinjalt is to have tho luniour of nurs- 
ing this illegitimate baiitling, why 
should not the Indian Ohurch at liyt- 
ton entertain and honour its parent? 

The"Parisli Magazine" informs us 
bow the Bishop and hiw Chaplain tra- 
velled, how they entered this now Jeru- 
salem, and how thoy were met by the 
llcv, Mr. Good"and the seventy moun. 
tod chiefs leading their tribes of Chiia- 
tiaa Indians. Thoy did not cut down 
branches from their pine trees nor 
spread the blanket.'! in tho way; but 
with banner.s llyhig, and fagots" burn- 
ing, thoy paid all the honour ^-fhich 
the ingenuity of their teacher could sug- 
gest to their spiritual Tyhee. 

From their knees, at tho words 
"Soldioisof Christ, arise" in tho hymn 
they sprang to their feet! They spoke 
of shouldering the Cro.ss of Christ, and 
the heavenly medicine at God's right 
hand — copying the eiamijle of their 
elder brother Jesus; they called upon 
Him to wash them in ^is 1)}Qod. They 
wanted to apprehend the Broad of 
Christ.and the Blood of Christ; and all 
this is said to have been very iiqprosai ve , 
"because it suited tho oriental mind 
of these good people, and helped to 
fix more vividly the inner moaning."

A Sermoni tbatthe Bishop of 
Golnmbia miffht lay to 

Heart- 
On Sunday morning last the Dean 
of Westminster preached to a large 
congregation in the Abbey. Every 
seat was occupied, and numbers had 
to stand throughout the serrioe ' The 
sermon was based on the words, "Two 
men went to pray — tho ono was a 
Pharisee, and the other a Pubiican." 
Referring to the narrow-minded and 
sectarian spirit in which men, individ- 
ually and collectively, were in the hab- 
it of thanking God that they were not 
as other men, he said in the eyes of 
Paul, C;csar and Ciesar's ministers 
wore not less truly ordained of God, 
and not less His ministers, than the 
jastors and presbyters on whom Paul 
iiinself had laid his hands. And to 
come later down, ho might venture to 
say that in the impartial judgment of 
history Henry Plantagonet was more 
completely on the side of religious lib- 
erty than Becket in tho height of his 
assertion of spiritual independence. 
Some of tho great spiritual movements 
of Christendom had often been begun 
by the great lay world abolishing evils 
which the Pharisees of the ecclesiasti- 
cal world often would not touch with 
their little finder. There was no such 
sharp distinction between the material 
and the spiritual, tho sacred and pro- 
fane, as some would have us believe. 
Tho spiritual might bo found on tho 
thrones of kings and rulers, and the 
material in tho cells of hermits. The 
sacried and Christian had of ten boon 
found in the decrees of judges, and 
the profane and wordly in tho decrees 
of councils. There have been narrow- 
minded Phfvriaoea of tho world and of 
tho i^tato, and there have been unsel- 
fish, simple-minded, publicans of the 
Church. There had been times when 
the/great secular society had despised 
the hard-wovking, pure-minded, aim- 
ploTboarted Christians, or Catholics, 
or Puritans, with a spiritual pride as 
lofty and as empty as ever was tliat 
with whioh prie«t or saint or Covenant- 
or looked down on the unregenerate 
and the reprobate of the world. "God, 
I thank thoo"-suoh in spirit and almost 
in words was the expression of the 
groat Roman historian, Tacitus — "I 
thank thoo I am not as the miserable 
sect called by the infamous name of 
Christians, odious to all mankind." 
"(iod, we thank thee," said tho philo- 
.sophers of France, "that we are not 
like those benighted men who convert- 
ed tho barbarous tribes or erected the 
Gothic oalhoflrals." "I thank thee," 
said the splendid Pope Leo X., "that 
I am not as this ignorant monk, Mar- 
tin Luther." "God, w« thank thee," 
said the great movora of tho political 
and socifti ve volutions of tho seven- 
teenth or eighteenth centuries in Eng- 
land, "that we arc not us those fana- 
tics," the blind poet of Bunhill-row, 
and the wandering tinker of Bedford, 
or the scrupulous Bishop who could 
not accept tho Act of Settlenaent, or 
tho Lincolnshire pastor who spent his 
long life in itiiuu-aht preaching; and 
yet those early Christian Martyrs, 
thu.so mediuival missionaries and monk 
of Wittemburg, were mightier in the 
long run over than Tacitus or the eu- 
cycdopa'dists of France, or the philo- 
sophers of tho Renuissanco. And 
those wayward Chriatisvns in England, 
as they seemed to be — John Milton, 
the author of "Paradise Lost," John 
liunyan, author of tho "Pilgrim's 
Progress," Bishop Ivent, author of the 
Morning and Evening Hyinn, John 
■\Vesloy, the author of the religious re- 
vival in England, wend down to thoiv 
^aavoH as much deHorving of tbo praiso 
of true stateinent vnd philosophors, 
oven as Clarendon aad Boliugbroko, 
as Walpole aud Hume, In short, tho 
result of this parable was to teach 
each man to seek to know his own so- 
orot failings, and to look justly, calm- 
ly, and charitably on thoso of others, 
rememboring that in tho judgment of 
our Maker of ten the last shall bo lii-st, 
and the first last, and often ho that 
exaltoth himself shall bp abused, and 
ho that humbleth himself shall be ex- 
alted,-^' ^London Post."
